That’s another book to read again and 
again, as the traveling companion of Huck himself and his Negro 
friend Jim. You don’t just watch them proceed on their leisurely 
journey: you travel with them. You make it a group of three in 
the snug comfort of the cave on the island, safe from the lashing 
storm. You laze with them on the raft as they float down the 
Mississippi. 

How many authors lure readers back into the same pages time 
after time? Not many, perhaps. It must take great genius to do 
that. Likely it takes more than genius, much more than a skillful 
pen, more than facility with words: a deep, a very deep, under- 
standing of people, an abiding interest in people, curiosity about 
them that is unquenchable. 

Mark Twain always said he didn’t think much of the human 
race. Representatives of the race often infuriated him. He had 
little faith in the decent intentions of the race as a race. But he 
loved lots of the people in it, was patiently sympathetic with 
them, shared their sorrows and their joy. 

Perhaps because he himself many times was grief-stricken he 
could understand others’ grief. And one needs to understand 
grief to understand joy.

Delticioncy Diseases

You are in the unique position of being able to detect telltale 


symptoms of deficiency diseases. 


IN THE past three decades the pub- 
lic has been lulled into compla- 
cency by a number of articles in 
general magazines that told about 
the conquest of the nutritional de- 
ficiency diseases. 

Scurvy, rickets, pellagra, beri- 
beri, ariboflavinosis, pernicious 
anemia; all are but dim shadows 
from an unsavory past and have 
lost their menace. That is, unless 
you are critical of what you read, 
and inclined to look below the 
surface. But if you look more 
closely, you will find that, like the 
song popular a few years ago, “It 
Ain’t Necessarily So.” 

The fact is that several of these 
one-time champion killers are still 
with us, are even widespread. No 
longer do they slay their millions, 
or even thousands of unhappy vic- 
tims, as they did for centuries. 
They persist in mild, chronic 


forms that are spoken of as “sub- 
clinical.” Carefully-controlled sur- 
veys of infants, school children, 
expectant mothers, factory workers 
and older people, have revealed 
the presence of subclinical defi- 
ciency states in a high percentage 
of the public. 

What makes them important to 
the dentist is that the signs of the 
subclinical forms are often best 
seen in and about the mouth. The 
physician is handicapped by de- 
crees of fashion that effectively 
conceal the symptoms he once ob- 
served for the early evidences of 
the nutritional deficiencies. The 
margins of the eyelids, the mucous 
borders of the lips, the fingernails, 
and the tissues of the cheeks are 
now hidden beneath opaque layers 
of mascara, lipstick, nail polish, 
powder and rouge. But the den- 
tist can still see the tissues in the 
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raw and read their message with- 
out camouflage. 

In the past, it was a dead heat 
between the dentist and the physi- 
cian, which would be responsible 
for first detecting the deficiency 
states. Today the finger points 
firmly at the dentist. 

The current danger of these 
maladies is not that they threaten 
death, but that they take away all 
enjoyment of life. Their victims 
exist on a low level of mental and 
physical vigor. All ages, from in- 
fants to great grandfathers, are 
subject to the danger. The dentist 
who detects the patient’s condition, 
brings it to the notice of the phy- 
sician, and collaborates in restor- 
ing the victim to vigorous health, 
will not only earn the good will of 
the patient, but will display ad- 
mirably the value of cooperation 
between the two professions. 

Let us put these vicious public 
enemies in the line-up, review 
their criminal records, and see 
how great a menace they are. 

Niacin Deficiency: In its ex- 
treme and chronic form, it is 
known as pellagra or black tongue. 
Formerly, it was widespread in the 
tropics and in our southern states. 
In combination with the hook- 
worm, it produced that ambition- 
less human character known as 
the “cracker.” Tourists in certain 
parts of the South a generation 
ago were sure to be regaled with 
the “cracker” story. It went like 
this. 


“What is a cracker like? Look 
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over there, across the fields. See 
that dark object that might be 
either a man or the stump of a 
tree. Watch it for an hour. If it 
moves, it’s a tree stump. If it 
doesn’t move, it’s a cracker.” 

Working with pellagra in Puer- 
to Rico, Joseph Goldberger proved 
its real nature—a deficiency of ni- 
acin. In its severe form it has been 
pretty well eliminated in our coun- 
try. The diagnostic four d’s—di- 
arrhea, dermatitis, dementia and 
death—are rarely seen. But the 
mild form, displaying a chronic 
glossitis and stomatitis, is still 
common in certain localities. 

It is most severe in the spring of 
the year, with increasing sunlight. 
The tongue is bright red at the tip 
and sides. “My mouth is so sore I 
can’t eat,” is a common complaint. 
In the later stages, there may be 
atrophy of the papillae, so that the 
tongue becomes smooth and shiny. 
The patient is usually apathetic, 
ambitionless, low in mental and 
physical ability. 

Thiamin Deficiency: This mal- 
ady, in the form of beriberi, was 
prevalent among men of our 
armed forces, who as prisoners of 
war, were subjected to the starva- 
tion treatment. In our country, it 
is found mostly among the poor, 
the ignorant and the alcoholic. 

A generation or so ago there 
was a delusion prevalent that white 
people in the tropics should not 
eat proteids. So beriberi was com- 
mon among them, affecting espe- 
cially those who substituted alco- 
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hol for the proteids. A small but 
vocal group has contended that 
meat is a harmful food. It has 
been asserted that animal proteids 
cause heart disease, high blood 
pressure, and damage to the kid- 
neys. To controvert this idea, Vilh- 
jalmur Stefansson and Karsten 
Andersen ate nothing but meat for 
a year, while closely supervised by 
Doctor Eugene F. Du Bois, profes- 
sor of physiology at Cornell Uni- 
versity. At the end of the year, they 
were found to be in at least as good 
health as when they started the ex- 
periment. Those who try to get 
along without animal proteids of- 
ten are on the verge of serious thi- 
amin deficiency. 

In its mild form, it causes trou- 
blesome neuritic pains and low- 
grade digestive disturbances. In 
the mouth, the gingivae are bright 
pink and swollen; the tongue is 
edematous, with swelling of the 
fungiform papillae. 

Riboflavin Deficiency: This is 
often associated with niacin defi- 
ciency in pellagra. In fact, most 
of the deficiency states are multi- 
ple, with more than one element 
lacking. The picture is seldom a 
clear one, of a single deficiency. 

Riboflavin deficiency causes 
stomatitis and glossitis, with fis- 
sures at the angles of the mouth. 
Shallow ulcers and crusts on the 
lips are likely to bleed easily. The 
tongue is purplish red and the 
gingival margins are painful. 

Ascorbic Acid Deficiency: What 
malady has killed millions of peo- 
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ple and is still with us, though the 
means of preventing and curing it 
were known before the Christian 
era? You guessed it—scurvy. It 
killed a million men in the English 
Navy alone. Vergil, the Roman 
poet (70-19 B.C.), told how it 
could be cured with apples. Sir 
Richard Hawkins, who was the 
favorite merchant-explorer-pirate 
of Queen Elizabeth I, said in 1593 
that he had known ten thousand 
seamen to die of scurvy. In 1795, 
the daily use of lime juice in ves- 
sels of the English Navy was made 
mandatory. This earned for its 
men the derisive nickname of 
limeys or lime juicers, but it ban- 
ished the scurvy. 

Today, scurvy exists in a mild 
form in infants and old people. 
Mothers may ignore the impor- 
tance of citrus juices in the baby’s 
diet, or they may use preparations 
which have lost their vitamin con- 
tent by oxidation. Older people 
may adopt the theories of food 
faddists who scoff at the vitamin 
idea. 

In the mouth, the gingivae are 
likely to be affected only in those 
with teeth. The soft tissues are 
swollen, purple, boggy, and bleed 
easily. The patients are weak, list- 
less and discouraged. They bruise 
easily and may have hemorrhages 
in the skin and muscles. 

It is seldom desirable for the 
dentist to pursue his observations 
of nutritional deficiencies to a def- . 
inite diagnosis. One reason for 
this is that the mouth lesions are 
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rarely clear-cut and typical enough 
to provide a diagnostic basis. An- 
other reason is that the deficien- 
cies are often multiple. Usually it 
is better to refer the patient to his 
physician for a complete nutri- 
tional survey, so that the dentist 
and physician may collaborate. 
The great danger of the chronic, 
subclinical forms of nutritional de- 
ficiencies is that they do perma- 
nent damage to the cells of the 
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effects is that they reduce the pa- 
tient’s chances of recovering from 
severe infections or major sur- 
gery. Several of them show their 
first warning signals in the mouth. 

It is often affirmed that one of 
the major factors in extending the 
life span of mankind is the pro- 
tection given us by the dentist. To 
detect nutritional deficiencies and 
to aid in correcting them is one of 
the noblest services that the den-

ut-Price Dentistry 


What can you do to satisfy the 
patient who is accustomed to 
shopping around for the best 
price? 


The sale was made and the wife 
returned to the hotel to show her 
husband her latest acquisition. 

“Quite a bargain,” she informed 
him. “I would gladly have paid 
ninety-five sequistas for it. But I 
got it for seventy-five.” 

At that same moment, the pro- 
prietor of the shop was telling 
some news to his wife. 

“Sold that vase for seventy-five 
sequistas. Not bad, eh! I would 
have parted with it for fifty se- 
quistas.” 

For many years, and right up to 
the present, a lot of business has 
been done and is taking place un- 
der what is best described as “bar- 
gaining.” The price of the product 
sold is somewhere between the 
maximum price the buyer will pay 
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and the minimum price the seller 
will take. Sometimes the prospec- 
tive buyer is even informed that 
the named price is merely a start- 
ing point for discussion. If you 
ever have tried to purchase real 
estate, then you may have been 
told, “My client is asking this sum. 


Perhaps we can do a bit better.” . 


Or if you have traveled abroad 
and read the various guide books, 
you may have come across some- 
thing like this: “The sellers in the 
market place enjoy the haggling 
over the sale. Never pay the first 
price asked.” 

In a competitive market where 
similar products are offered and 
the supply is greater than the de- 
mand, price cutting will start. And 
cut-throat competition can be dis- 
astrous. But should the prospec- 
tive purchaser look at the various 
items and notice the price of each 
is the same, he may suspect some 
kind of an understanding among 
the sellers to fix the price. Price 
fixing has its adherents and its op- 
ponents. As I write these words, I 
am watching in my home town 
the efforts of several “discount” 
houses to fight the price fixing of 
goods, which is legal under our 
state statute. 

We may go back to the husband 
of that young wife who bought the 
vase. Remember him? He hap- 
pens to be a dentist. Would he 
want to go through a similar bar- 
gain “deal” with a patient who 
needs an upper denture? Espe- 
cially if the patient has “shopped” 
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around town and visited three 
other dentists. 


Price Shopping 

The dentists with whom I have 
come in contact do feel that the 
ideas of “price shopping” and 
“bargaining” are definitely detri- 
mental to the best interests of the 
dental profession. As one dentist 
phrased it: 

“T am a professional man with 
a definite ethical code to be fol- 
lowed. In what I do, I must con- 
sider first the service I give to a 
patient and see that it is for his in- 
terest in dental health. I am not 
selling a product in the market 
place in competition with other 
sellers. To be forced into such a 
situation would necessitate consid- 
ering my own interests instead of 
the patient’s.” 

From a letter written to me by 
an esteemed member of the dental 
profession, I quote the following: 

“In my forty years of practice, 
I have made many observations 
pertaining to dental practic. I 
have found that about 50 per cent 
of the people who go to a dentist, 
don’t care if his office coat is spot- 
less, or if he needs a shave, or if 
his fingernails are clean, or if 
there is dust on the window sills. 
Neither do they care if he picks 
up a mouth mirror from the 
bracket table getting germs on his 
fingers, and they do not notice 
either whether the impression trays 
are sterile. 

“This 50 per cent don’t give a 
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continental about their dentist’s 
ability and capability of turn- 
ing out high-class workmanship. 
Neither do they consider the main- 
tenance of a well-equipped office, 
staffed by trained assistants. 

“This 50 per cent is interested 
in one thing only, ‘Price!’ And a 
Cheap Price at that! They inquire, 
‘Where can I get it done the cheap- 
est?’ ” 

What is the answer? That is 
what one dentist asked me, but I 
do not think it is within my prov- 
ince to attempt a solution to the 
situation. What I shall do is to 
present some data for your con- 
sideration. The solution, whatever 
be its nature, is one that should be 
within the hands of the members 
of the dental profession. 

Price fixing is an old idea. Turn 
back the pages of history to the 
days of the trade guilds. Whether 
they were composed of spur mak- 
ers, bakers, barbers, or shoemak- 
ers, it was a long, tough task for a 
member to get to the top. One had 
to be an apprentice, then a jour- 
neyman, and if he were good 
enough, a master workman. The 
guild regulated the way the goods 
were made, and also the price 
charged to the public. Men talked 
about a “just price,” and the idea 
is still with us. 

Price fixing has also been im- 
posed by government authority. 
For recent examples, one need but 
turn back to the events of World 
War II, when ceiling prices were 
established on many products. 
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Price fixing is also possible in a 
legal manner in such states which 
have statutes regulating the situa- 
tion. The manufacturer of a given 
item can control the price charged 
by the retailer and insist it be part 
of the contract. 

What the dentist offers primar- 
ily to his patient is a service. That 
service consists of skills, tech- 
niques, methods, knowledge, and 
abilities. The dentist has to diag- 
nose a given situation and suggest 
what is best for his patient. In re- 
gard to the concept of a service, 
we have state and federal laws reg- 
ulating rates charged by public 
utilities. Water supply, gas and 
electricity, telephone, and means 
of transportation, are vital for the 
public interest. The rate charged 
is one, which is designed, at least 
theoretically, to give a fair return 
on the capital invested in the en- 
terprise. Or if you want to word 
it differently, there is the idea of 
a “just price” to be charged. There 
may be a dispute over the rate 
suggested: the public utility claims 
the rate will not give a fair return 
on the investment, while the repre- 
sentative of the public claims the 
rate is exorbitant. 


Price Fixing 

If the members of the dental 
profession want to stop price cut- 
ting as a detriment to the best in- 
terests of the dental profession and 
the public, then you must have 
price fixing in one form or an- 
other. You “can’t” have your cake 
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and eat it too. There may be the 
objection that price fixing will 
bring with it a host of evils and 
problems. Then the answer is to 
weigh the advantages and disad- 
vantages on a scale and see which 
outweighs the other. 

All considerations should be 
done without emotion clouding the 
brain cells. It is necessary to be 
consistent. You cannot say in one 
breath: 

“Each dentist is an individual 
whose services cannot be com- 
pared with those of another com- 
peting dentist in terms of price. 

“Disgusting to have that dentist 
down the street cut his prices. 
Charges a dollar less than I do for 
an amalgam filling.” 

For if you are going to have 
any method of price fixing, it can 
be done only if the services of a 
group of dentists can be compared 
and then “standardized.” If you at 
any time in your practice have 
done work for certain agencies, 
you have seen such a standardized 
scale of “rates” for work done. 

I have not overlooked the pos- 
sibility of educating the public to 
the idea that shopping around for 
the best attainable “price” for den- 
tal service is not sound. True, the 
dentist himself can explain what 
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goes into the fee he wishes to 
charge, the individual service that 
must be given, and why one can- 
not compare fees. The educator 
can also do his share in the school. 

But how are you going to get 
the person who shops for bargains 
and cut prices in merchandise to 
distinguish between the market 
place and the dental chair? “Cut 
out the baloney, Doc, and cut the 
price,” might be a shock to you. 
But the fellow in the chair saved 
$57 by shopping around for his 
television set. Same set, too. All 
your logic and patience may be 
wasted on him after his experience 
in the market place. 

One thing is certain: no hand- 
ful of men who call themselves 
dentists have any right, morally or 
legally, to take such action as will 
endanger the standing of the pro- 
fession and the best interests of 
the dental health of people. A 
Thursday special: “Two teeth filled 
for the price of one,” would be a 
nightmare. 

Under our American way, dis- 
cussion is good. We need more of 
it on this subject, so that when a 
solution is suggested, it will be 
sound and in our tradition.

“Your father hurts people,” says 
the freckled lad. “He hurt my 
daddy. He stuck a big, long needle 
in him!” And with that he pro- 
ceeds to tell your son what a fiend 
he has for a father. 

“My mother got sick after she 
went to your dad’s office,” your 
daughter hears from a schoolmate. 
“T heard her telling what he did to 
her. Does he do those things to 
you? He must be real bad.” 

While such indictments of the 
dental profession are probably not 
prevalent among the young fry, 
there are undoubtedly times when 
the dentist’s children receive from 
their associates considerable mis- 
information concerning the char- 
acter and occupation of their father. 
Since experiences in the dental 
chair are of necessity sometimes 
unpleasant, and since parents and 
visitors sometimes tend to exag- 
gerate before children the una- 
voidable discomforts of restora- 
tions and difficult extractions, the 

younger generation is bound oc-

casionally to acquire a misconcep- 
tion of the dentist’s mission in life. 
Youthful curiosity being what it 
is, the dentist’s child will inevi- 
tably be approached with questions 
about his father’s habits. 
However confident the dentist’s 
child may be that his father is “a 
good guy,” he probably will be 
disturbed by what he hears. He 
will be further upset by the fact 
that he is unable to offer an ade- 
quate defense for the accusations. 
His relationship with his compan- 
ions may be adversely affected, 
and his feeling toward you, his 
dentist father, may change from 
affection and respect to one of 
guarded fear and gnawing doubts. 
Concepts implanted in the child’s 
mind during his early youth can 
prove difficult to remove in later 
years, even when a child becomes 
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old enough to evaluate correctly 
his father’s profession. Since the 
child may not disclose to his par- 
ents what he has heard, his father 
may never learn what effect his 
playmates remarks have had upon 
him. 


Protect Your Children 

To forestall the possibility of 
such unfortunate results, the den- 
tist will do well to adopt some 
means of revealing to his children 
the true nature of his vocation and 
to dispel finally any stigma of 
cruelty or sadism under which he 
may have been placed. Naturally 
the methods used will depend 
largely upon the age and _ intel- 
ligence of the child, but here, in 
brief form, are several possible 
solutions which may be_ used 
effectively either singly or in com- 
bination. 

Demonstration of Equipment: 
Show your child your most fre- 
quently used instruments, describ- 
ing their use and how they oper- 
ate. Explain that such things as 
drills and needles are used for the 
ultimate purpose of relieving pain 
rather than inducing it. Show the 
child that many dental instruments 
produce no pain at all. 

Office Inspection: Although most 
youngsters pay a visit to their 
father’s office once in a while, most 
of them have probably never been 
given an opportunity to closely in- 
spect it. Permit children to ex- 
amine thoroughly your facilities. 
Let them see that you are not har- 
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boring a “torture chamber” in 
which you perpetrate indignities 
on their friends’ moms and dads, 
that there is no blood on the prem- 
ises, and that, all in all, it is a 
pretty nice place after all. Better 
still, invite your children’s friends 
to visit your office someday after 
hours, so you can meet each of 
them. 

Explanation of Dental Care: 
Make a point of showing why pa- 
tients’ teeth need care. Explain, 
with the aid of charts, the damage 
cavities and abscesses can cause if 
not corrected, showing your child 
that his father, instead of dealing 
in pain and misery, actually en- 
ables persons to be relieved of dis- 
comfort, just as the family physi- 
cian may cure Junior’s stomach- 
ache. Explain as clearly as possible 
the many possible diseases which 
may develop from improper oral 
care. 

Demonstration of Dental Tech- 
nique: Using your wife or some 
other willing member of the fam- 
ily as a “patient,” show your child 
an actual dental operation. Let 
him see that no harm comes to the 
patient and that there is no exces- 
sive pain involved. Emphasize 
that there are no “mysteries” 
about dentistry, that no black 
magic is involved; that a visit to 
the dentist is a perfectly normal 
experience undertaken by thou- 
sands of people every year. Take 
plenty of time during the demon- 
stration, so that the child will be 
able to watch every move you made. 
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School Talks: If possible, ar- 
range to talk on oral health to 
your child’s class, explaining dur- 
ing the course of your discussion, 
a bit about the service of a dentist 
and how he performs it. Bear 
down on the dentist’s efforts to re- 
lieve pain rather than to cause it. 
Illustrate the talk with charts and 
models; be as specific as possible. 
When your child’s schoolmates see 
that you are an ordinary sort of 
fellow who likes boys and girls, 
they are likely to pay less atten- 
tion to the reports of the terrors 
of your dental chair, which they 
hear at home. 

Encourage your children to ask 
questions about the kind of service 
you perform and attempt to an- 
swer these questions fully. Never 
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give an evasive answer. Concede 
that some types of dental treatment 
are painful, but point out that a 
certain amount of pain is neces- 
sary to prevent more intense pain 
and possible impairment of the 
patient’s health later on. Give the 
child plenty of ammunition with 
which to refute statements that his 
playmates may make. 

Remember that a child’s opinion 
of his father is one of the most 
important things in his life. Any 
belief that you are an unpleasant 
person may lead to unhappiness 
and serious emotional distress. 
Give him ample reason to be con- 
vinced that his father is not such 
a bad fellow after all.

LONGER LIFE—MORE SUFFERING 

WE MUST admit one thing. There are more older people in the popula- 
tion today than there were in 1900, but this is due to the fact that fewer 
babies are dying. More of them are therefore living to older ages. This 
is due, not to the fact that modern babies are healthier or stronger than 
the 1850 babies, but that they are being protected against diphtheria and 
other killing contagious diseases by various methods. Unhygienic con- 
ditions used to kill babies by the millions through dysentery, for exam- 
ple. There is much evidence to show that older people today suffer far 
more from chronic diseases than did their old-time counterparts. They 
are weaker, they doctor more. They are operated on more. How many 
people are going around without their gall bladder? How many women 
have had their ovaries removed? They live and they suffer! They have 
only one or two years more of life, but how they suffer for it! The 
people were basically healthier in past centuries and lived longer, pro- 
vided they were not knocked off in infancy or mowed down in later life 
by some contagious disease like diphtheria or tuberculosis.—J. I.

SEVERAL years ago I received a 
questionnaire mailed to members 
of the California State Dental As- 
sociation in regard to OASI. I did 
not believe that the payments and 
coverage of OASI in its form at 
that time were enough to be worth 
while; consequently I voted against 
the program. The last Congress 
has increased the payments and 
coverage to such an extent that I 
think OASI should be re-evaluated 
by all active dentists. There is 
no doubt that OASI is here to 
stay. Each administration, whether 
Democratic or Republican, contin- 
ues to improve and expand the 
program. Probably soon the pay- 
ments and coverage will be sufh- 
cient for the average dentist after 
age 65. No doubt the next im- 
provement will be a disability 
clause, whereby the insured person 
will receive immediate benefits 
after becoming disabled. 

OASI is not intended to sup- 
plant any retirement plans a den- 
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tist may have, but to supplement 
his program. OASI operates on a 
non-profit basis, so the cost is 
small, 

The following facts and statis- 
tics pertaining to OASI have been 
verified by the Office of the Social 
Security Administration, 2033 
Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, Calli- 
fornia, and much credit is due Mr. 
A. Zovickian and Mr. R. W. 
Haynes in the preparation of the 
following data regarding OASI. 

Assuming that a dentist was in- 
cluded in the OASI program and 
that payments were made on the 
maximum of $4,200 each year and 
he is fully covered he would re- 
ceive the following benefits at age 
65: the dentist $108.50, his wife 
$54.30, a total of $162.80 per 
month for life. If he dies after age 
65, his widow, when she passes 65, 
will receive $255 in cash and $81.40 
per month for life; according to 
longevity statistics, his wife will 
outlive him eight years. 

OASI is particularly attractive 
to a young dentist with children

under 18 years of age. If he dies 
before age 65, his widow will be 
paid $255 in cash and for herself 
and one child $162.80 per month, 
or $200 per month for herself and 
two children until they are 18 
years of age. 

If both parents die, the first 
child will receive $81.40 per 
month and each additional child 
$54.30 per month up to $200 while 
under 18 years of age. 


OASI Versus Insurance 

The accompanying figures show 
the total cost of OASI in different 
age groups until age 65 in compar- 
ison with a life insurance policy, 
which pays $160 a month for life 
at age 65. Rates were obtained 
from two leading companies. The 
cost varied somewhat and the lower 
figures were used.

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efits by working two years and 
paying 3 per cent per year on the 
maximum of $4,200, or $252. On 
retiring at age 65, a dentist could 
earn up to $1200 per year by be- 
ing gainfully employed and still 
receive OASI benefits. 

Money received from dividends 
on stocks, rental property, annui- 
ties from life insurance policies, 
interest on savings and bonds, do 
not affect OASI benefits. 

If a dentist wishes to continue 
practice after 65, he may do so, 
then retire when he wishes and re- 
ceive benefits from the program. 
After age 72, he could receive ben- 
efits from OASI regardless of how 
much he earns by being gainfully 
employed. 

To yield $160 per month in- 
come it will require an investment 
of $38,340 in American Telephone 
and Telegraph common stock at 
the current price of $180 per 
share, paying 5 per cent interest 
on the investment. 

To yield an income of $160 per 
month, an investment of $76,680 
would be required for bonds pay- 
ing a return of 21% per cent. 

All of these are good investments 
and a dentist should consider them 
in his retirement plan. 

There are many penniless den- 
tists today who are depending on 
relatives and friends for a liveli- 
hood; others are helped by the re- 
lief fund of our American Dental 
Association and other charitable 
institutions.

At present, 72 dentists are re- 
ceiving financial aid from the 
American Dental Association Re- 
lief Fund; 55 of these are age 65 
or over. A number of the recipi- 
ents receive some aid from their 
families or from welfare agencies, 
but the amount is insufficient to 
cover their needs and is supple- 
mented by aid from the Relief 
Fund. 

In 1954, of the 34 new appli- 
cants for ADA relief, 22 were over 
65 years of age. Each year approx- 
imately 30 to 35 new applications 
are received. 

In 1954, there were 101 renewal 
applications for ADA relief. This 
large number is accounted for by 
the fact that a number of recipi- 
ents apply for two six-month 
grants in the same year. 

The average number of recipi- 
ents for ADA relief in 1954 was 
approximately 83 monthly. Each 
month a number of grants are 
terminated because of death or 
nonrenewal. 

Unless the practicing dentist of 
today begins to make plans for re- 
tirement, dependence on the ADA 
Relief Fund will continue and in- 
crease year after year. 

Many dentists in good health 
enjoy and are able to do good 
dentistry after age 65. Many 
others are not physically able to 
do dentistry that is a credit to the 
profession and would be glad to 
retire if they had a small monthly 
income; lacking this they 
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are forced to continue working. 

The financially independent 
dentists who oppose OASI because 
they think they do not need the 
protection of the program, should 
consider its importance to their 
less fortunate brother practition- 
ers, and, if for no other reason, 
should support OASI. 

OASI is as safe as United States 
government bonds, and, if every- 
thing else fails, it will leave the 
dentist something for his old age. 
Our stocks, bonds and savings, are 
so readily available that there is 
the temptation to cash them for an 
investment that may prove a 
failure. 

In 1953, our House of Delegates 
at the ADA Convention voted 312 
against and 64 in favor of OASI. 
In 1954, the vote was 235 against 
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and 152 in favor of the program. 
A recent Ohio state poll endorsed 

CASI 8 to 5. New York State en- 

dorsed the program 7 to l. 


What You Can Do Now 

If you are in favor of OASI, 
make plans for having the matter 
discussed at your dental society 
meeting. A representative of your 
local social security office will be 
glad to appear to supply addi- 
tional information and answer 
questions.

IT TOOK me several weeks to re- 
cover from my last conversation 
with Wilbur. However, I decided 
if I were going to help him, I 
would have to put up with him. So 
I went to see him, thinking that 
perhaps I could give him some 
advice about managing his busi- 
ness. 

I began by explaining to him 
how I ran my business, which, in- 
cidentally, turned out to be more 
difficult than I had expected. I 
realize, of course, that this was 
due to the fact Wilbur is so dense. 
After hearing me out, he quietly 
stated that he was conducting his 
affairs on a budget plan. 

“Well!” I said. “Perhaps you 
can tell me how to run a business.” 
Would you believe it, he started 
right in, and said that when he 
first began to practice and had 
good collections, he spent freely.

When collections were bad, he 
either went in debt or made a note. 
He said that when large items came 
due, like insurance premiums or 
taxes, he nearly always had to 
make a note. As a consequence, 
he said, half the time he did not 
know what his financial status was. 
So he decided to adopt a budget 
system. 

He gave me a copy of his bud- 
get system, which operates on a 
weekly basis, including the follow- 
ing: 

1. Taxes 

2. Insurance 

3. Wife’s allowance 

4. Christmas savings 

5. Church, contributions 
charities 

6. Secretary’s salary 

7. Supplies 

8. Health 

9. Special 

10. Personal spending 

11. Vacation fund 

12. Retirement fund 

To show you how rude Wilbur 
is, before I could say anything, he 
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cussed by two practitioners. 


began explaining each item in this 
manner: 

1. Taxes—he takes last year’s 
figure from his tax report, divides 
it by fifty-two and sets up that fig- 
ure in his weekly budget. 

2. Insurance—he adds all types 
of insurance premiums and divides 
by fifty-two and sets up this figure 
in his weekly budget. 

3. Wife’s allowance—this in- 
cludes all expenses in connection 
with: running the home, and an 
item called “Extra” to take care of 
unexpected expenses. This item is 
discussed between them whenever 
possible and agreed upon before 
the money is spent. 

4. Christmas savings—a weekly 
amount paid into a Christmas sav- 
ings fund. 

5. Church, contributions and 
charities—all of last year’s con- 
tributions were noted from the tax 
return, and divided by fifty-two 
and placed in a weekly budget. 
This amount, of course, is subject 
to change as he sees fit. 

6. Secretary’s salary—a fixed 
weekly office expense. 

7. Supplies—last year’s supply 
bill furnished by the supply houses 
was added and divided by fifty- 
two. This was done to create a 
fund to level out the supply bill 
over the year. 

8. Physician’s fees—realizing 
that health insurance did not take 
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care of all the physician’s fees, a 
small amount is set up weekly to 
help take care of this item. 

9. Special—for current general 
expenditure. From experience he 
knows that he will have a general 
current expenditure, and while ad- 
mitting this is a tough one, he sets 
up a fixed sum. What he puts 
aside weekly on the estimate takes 
most of the headache out of this 
item. Wilbur claims that over a 
period of time he has been able to 
estimate the amount satisfactorily. 

10. Personal spending money— 
no special amount is set up. A 
ticket is made for each withdrawal 
during the week and is set in the 
weekly budget. 

11. Vacation fund—a _ weekly 
sum is budgeted. If too much, it 
is carried over in this fund. If not 
enough, it is at least a help in the 
vacation expense. If an expensive 
trip is planned ahead, the sum is 
increased to meet the demand. 

12. Retirement fund—5s per 
cent of every gross dollar is taken 
out. The balance of the budget is 
predicated on a ninety-five cent 
dollar. This 5 per cent is regarded 
as a just and indisputable compen- 
sation for his efforts. It is invested 
carefully and regarded as a sacred 
trust to insure his retirement in 
reasonable comfort and dignity. 


Budgeting is Easy 

Well! I told Wilbur this juggling 
would drive me crazy. He replied 
that once set up, the operation was 
mostly the job of his secretary. He 
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merely supervised it. Also, he said 
there was nothing complicated 
about holding the weekly budget 
tickets until they were paid. The 
important and comforting fact was 
that all expenses were being ac- 
counted for weekly, and paid for 
as soon as the money was avail- 
able. Frequently, he said, he was 
not able to pay the budget in full 
the last weeks of the month, but 
was able to catch up during the 
first weeks of the new month when 
collections were better. He said 
too that sometimes it was neces- 
sary to give certain items in the 
budget preference in payment over 
others, but with the budget before 
him at all times, this could be 
handled with no undue amount of 
confusion. I pointed out to Wil- 
bur that he did not have his labor- 
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atory bill in his budget; he said 
that since he did not pay it weekly, 
he found it easier to try to pay it 
as a separate item by the tenth of 
the month. 

You can see how evasive Wilbur 
is. What made me angry was that 
he just sat back and calmly told 
me that since he had his financial 
status before him at all times, he 
lived within his means. He said 
that when bills came due, he was 
ready for them, and, furthermore, 
he did not always have a note in 
the bank. And then, in that inno- 
cent way of his, he asked me how 
Mr. Jones, the teller at the note 
window of our bank, was getting 
along.

Knowing 
the territory was highly mineralized and contained many fluoride mines, 
I gathered samples of water and had them analyzed. Fluorine was high 
in all water examined! 

“Elsewhere in Brazil, in areas where fluorine in the water is absent, 
I found whole communities with sensationally good teeth. The incidence 
of dental caries was lower than any reported in our country. Surely we

IN THE increasing complexity of 
our modern way of life, the den- 
tist’s work typifies the increased 
and specialized demands which 
have been placed on our visual 
mechanism. The seeing apparatus 
which served our ancestors for 
their gross visual undertakings of 
hunting and tilling the soil is the 
same seeing apparatus which the 
dentist calls upon for prolonged 
near-point concentration under ar- 
tificial illumination. This is the 
visual mechanism which must 
serve the dentist when doing root- 
canal therapy, reading roentgeno- 
grams, or preparing the D.O. on 
an upper left eight. The demand 
for high efficiency, protracted see- 
ing, is obviously great. 


Clear vision is not the criterion 
which decides whether or not the 
dentist’s eyes are responding to his 
visual demands adequately. The 
clarity with which the dentist is 
able to see and the efficiency of his 
overall seeing apparatus are rather 
distantly related phenomena. Ac- 
tually, clear vision can be retained 
while focal imbalances, muscular 
imbalances, and a wide variety of 
neuro-muscular malfunctions, are 
present, as well as with many types 
of pathologic involvements. More 
often a low efficiency seeing situa- 
tion will present rather vague and 
generalized symptoms, if any, and 
often clarity of vision is last to be 
affected. A dentist with poorly 
adapted near-point vision might 
well find that he will fatigue read- 
ily, or tend to draw back from the 
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If you feel eyestrain, you will 
want to try the eye exercises 
and special prescriptions de- 
scribed here. 


operating field, or feel a vague de- 
sire to look up from his work fre- 
quently. He may develop a head- 
ache toward afternoon and feel as 
if his eyes are “strained.” The 
symptomotology is most often 
vague and of a variable nature. 
One aspect of the problem, how- 
ever, is constant. If the dentist is 
forced to use his eyes in this spe- 
cialized manner while his visual 
apparatus is unequipped to oper- 
ate comfortably, his overall effi- 
ciency will nose-dive, and addi- 
tional nervous energy will be re- 
quired to force his eyes to do their 
job. He will get, so to speak, less 
“miles to the gallon.” 

There are several devices which 
the average dentist may use to al- 
lay an otherwise abused visual 
mechanism. It is to be recom- 
mended that the dentist occasion- 
ally glance up from lengthy, close 
work, and direct his eyes to the 
distance for a moment to relax the 
ciliary muscle. At his leisure, he 
might rotate his eyes clockwise 
and counterclockwise to the limits 
of their rotational excursions. He 
might perform saccadic fixations 
by alternately directing his gaze 
from the primary straight position 
to various oblique directions of 
gaze, each time returning to the 
straight position. A large imag- 
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inary clockface of about two yards 
in diameter at a distance of ap- 
proximately two yards is helpful 
in providing guideposts for these 
simple tonic-type exercises. To en- 
hance ciliary ability, we occasion- 
ally make use of the accommoda- 
tive rock technique, where the vi- 
sion is “rocked” between a rather 
close object (for example, print at 
seven inches) and a distant object. 
An average of four seconds on 
each target is an adequate interval. 

We must not, however, lose sight 
of the fact that the abilities and 
shortcomings of the near-point vi- 
sion of the dentist can be deter- 
mined only through a comprehen- 
sive near-point visual analysis. It 
is necessary to explore the abili- 
ties of the ciliary muscles and the 
extrinsic muscles, as well as to de- 
termine the proper balance _ be- 
tween the two eyes. The examina- 
tion must be conducted with an 
appreciation of the dentist’s work- 
ing distance in mind. This com- 
prehensive analysis is the only way 
a proper evaluation of the near- 
point abilities can be made. 


Presbyopia 

Most dentists over 40 years of 
age, unless nearsighted, will find 
that a near-point spectacle pre- 
scription will be required to en- 
able them to see clearly when per- 
forming any type of close work. 
The normal occurrence of pres- 
byopia between ages 40 and 45 
acts to decrease the focal abilities 
of the eyes, and some form of out- 
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side help is necessary. For these 
persons there are presently avail- 
able many forms of lenses, which 
will restore their near-point vision. 
Inasmuch as a wide field of clear, 
near-point vision is desired, spe- 
cialized, bifocal lenses are avail- 
able with enlarged segments. These 
occupational bifocal lenses are de- 
signed to give the operator maxi- 
mum vision when working in the 
mouth and still enable him to see 
clearly around his office. 

Many men, however, utilize one 
bifocal prescription for both oper- 
ative dental service and everyday 
use. This is not always the best 
mode of correction in that it is of- 
ten more desirable to have an extra 
large bifocal segment situated 
higher in the body of the lens for 


dental operations. Also, many den- 


tists use a closer working distance . 


when doing dentistry than when 
reading. The strength of the lenses 
must be adjusted accordingly. 
When having his eyes examined, it 
would benefit the dentist to have 
actual measurements of his work- 
ing and reading distances avail- 
able for the examiner. He should 
also indicate the angle at which he 
holds his head when working in 
the mouth. These factors will aid 
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the examiner in determining the 
strength and location of the bifocal 
segment. As you realize, the pos- 
ture of the operator when per- 
forming dentistry may be quite 
different from his reading posture, 
and this figures markedly in the 
prescription of an adequate cor- 
rection for both working and 
reading. 

While the simple performance 
of everyday dentistry may be no 
more taxing than most physical oc- 
cupations, the visual demands 
placed on the dentist’s eyes are 
comparatively far out of propor- 
tion. While the dentist can follow 
a rather small regimen of visual 
hygiene, it remains for the exam- 
ining optometrist to perform his a- 
nalysis and apply correction in the 
light of the unusual visual de- 
mands of the dentai office. The 
dentist can assist by presenting a 
clear picture to the examiner of 
the manner in which he uses his 
eyes throughout his working day. 
We will thus be best able to pre- 
scribe from a preventive as well as 
an occupational, corrective point 
of view.

San Diego (California) Union; The 
sweepstakes award at the Camelia So- 
ciety’s eighth annual camelia show in 
San Diego went to Doctor R. W. Tellam, 
Ramona dentist, for the third successive 
year. Another dentist, Doctor E. Clark 
Hubbs of Glendale, a past president of 
the Pacific Camelia Society, won the 
other two top trophies at a show, which 
attracted more than 1,500 visitors on its 
opening day. 


Boston (Massachusetts) Herald; Ap- 
pointment of Doctor Lionel W. Bryer of 
Bloemfontein, Union of South Africa, 
and a former Rhodes scholar at Oxford, 
to a research fellowship in the Harvard 
School of Dental Medicine, has been 
announced by Dean Roy O. Greep. Doc- 
tor Bryer will continue his work on the 
endocrine glands and their effect on 
tooth eruption. 


Portland (Maine) Press Herald: One 
of the five Americans to be awarded 
England’s Order of the British Empire 
was Doctor John B. Ells, 64, of Bar 
Harbor, Maine. The awards were pre- 
sented recently “in recognition of serv- 
ices in the cause of Anglo-American 
friendship and understanding” at the 
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British Embassy in Washington. Doc- 
tor Ells has been greeting American, 
British, Canadian, and French men-o’- 
war for thirty-five years. He goes out of 
his way to have ships land at Bar Har- 
bor. The dentist’s famous hospitality 
has contributed greatly to their wil- 
lingness to dock at the resort town. 
Doctor Ells estimates that he has intro- 
duced more than 20,000 British naval 
officers and sailors to the famous Maine 
resort town. 


Nashville (Tennessee) Banner; A 
former president of the American Den- 
tal Association, Doctor Oren A. Oliver, 
was appointed as representative from 
the ADA to the White House for cere- 
monies and a luncheon in April with 
President Eisenhower to start the cam- 
paign for Korean dental rehabilitation. 

The nation-wide campaign is aimed 
at enlisting all dentists to aid in this 
rehabilitation of dental education and 
services, sponsored by the ADA and 
the American-Korean Foundation. Spe- 
cial dental memberships in the Founda- 
tion are available to dentists for $5, and 
larger contributions are also anticipated.

This treatment is important in cere- 
bral palsy, which affects muscular ac- 
tivities and causes the patient to make 
involuntary movements in the dental 
chair, according to Doctor Spiro. This 
is the first program in the city which 
includes the services of complete oral 
rehabilitation of the cerebral palsied 
child.

One song Doc- 
tor Swain composed while doing den- 
tistry, Twice As Mucu, sold 500,000 
copies.

STABLE or income stocks are 
those that have greater stability of 
earning power and dividend pay- 
ments than other issues through- 
out the business cycle. The classi- 
cal example of this type is com- 
mon stocks of public utility oper- 
ating companies, and particularly 
those companies which are pri- 
marily suppliers to domestic users. 
Other consumer goods companies, 
such as those in the cigarette, food, 
beverage, and shoe industries, may 
be placed in this category. Stocks 


of _npanies in the insurance and 
ba. sng fields may be included 
under “stable” issues. “Stable” 


or “income” stocks are not im- 
mune to market trends, but these 
stocks usually show relatively less 
weakness in terms of price and 
dividend income than in the case 
of more volatile industrial shares. 


Where income from investments

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is an important consideration, a 
security portfolio should have a 
broad representation of this class 
of common stocks even in a period 
of inflation. 

Another grouping of common 
stocks is that commonly referred 
to as “cyclical.” Common stocks 
in this grouping are generally most 
sensitive to business developments. 
Prices of these stocks swing rather 
widely in the course of a business 
cycle. Industries in this category 
are: 

A. Durable goods or heavy in- 
dustries—iron, steel, machinery, 
heavy electrical equipment, rail- 
road equipment. 

B. Commodity industries—cop- 
per, lead, zinc, coal. 

C. Consumer durable goods— 
automobiles and auto parts, house- 
hold equipment. 

D. Railroad industry. 

The profit potentialities of cyc- 
lical stocks attract many investors. 
Unfortunately, this attraction gen- 
erally is aroused only after a long 


l- 
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Broadly speaking, there are 
three types of common stocks 


—stable, cyclical, and growth. 


and protracted rise in the business 
cycle and usually close to the peak 
in earning power and price level. 
I do not say that stocks in this 
grouping should be completely 
avoided, but I do say that they 
should be minimized, particularly 
in the case of a professional man 
who is on his own. Where they are 
used as investment, they should be 
acquired only after a business re- 
adjustment has taken place and 
sold when adequate recognition 
seemingly has been given to fore- 
seeable earnings and _ dividend 
prospects. 

The third general grouping of 
common stocks is “growth” issues. 
Issues in this grouping are, by and 
large, the most desirable for long 
range equity investing. If equity 
investments are concentrated in 
stocks that show continued growth 
in sales, gross revenues and net 
income, they should not only tend 
to minimize risk but also show 
better than average capital en- 
hancement. 
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Growth industries and growth 
companies are those showing a 
better rate of growth than the 
country as a whole. The chemical 
industry, for example, has grown 
at an average rate of approxi- 
mately three times that of all 
American industry. Because of the 
necessity to expand, capital needs 
of companies in this common 
stock category are usually heavy 
and the percentage payout of earn- 
ings in the form of dividends is 
characteristically small. With pres- 
ent high income taxes, however, 
this is favorable to investors in- 
terested in long-range growth, 
since this compounding of earn- 
ings substantially enhances earn- 
ings, assets and accordingly future 
earning power. “Growth” issues 
tend to sell on a liberal price-earn- 
ings ratio, and therefore one 
should try to avoid paying a price 
which discounts too far into the 
future, the growth that may be 
attained. 

It seems to me that the most 
favorable situated growth indus- 
tries are basic chemical and chem- 
ical processing, natural gas, light 
metals (aluminum and titanium) 
and electronics.

WHAT ARE THE CHANCES 
FOR SOCIAL SECURITY? 


MorE THAN ever before dentists are expressing a vigor of action on the 
subject of OASI. They are writing to their Senators and Congressmen ; 
they are organizing into groups to press for inclusion under the provi- 
sions of the Social Security Act. We may expect these militant men to 
have their voices heard by members of the House of Delegates of the 
American Dental Association before the San Francisco meeting in Oc- 
tober. 

A national group has been organized, the Congress of American Den- 
tists for OASI. This is a coalescence of the groups that were first formed 
in the state and local dental societies. By mutual consent and unselfish 
action these local units came together to create a nationwide organiza- 
tion. The Congress of American Dentists for OASI represents a much 
needed rallying point to which dentists can go who wish to contribute 
their efforts and money to further the cause of OASI for dentists. 

Heretofore a dentist who wished to be included under social security 
could express his wish to his Congressman or Senator. These lawmakers 
would in turn write a courteous letter in reply stating that the official po- 
sition of the American Dental Association as expressed by several actions 
of the House of Delegates was against such inclusion. What these Congress- 
men did not know was that actions of the House of Delegates were at vari- 
ance with the polls conducted among the dues-paying members of the 
American Dental Association. 

Without exception every poll conducted by a state or local dental so- 
ciety, component or constituent societies of the ADA, has revealed over- 
whelming sentiment in favor of inclusion under OASI. A conservative 
figure would be that 75 per cent of the dentists who have voted in these 
polls have expressed sentiment for coverage. 

The purpose of the Congress of American Dentists for OASI is to 
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make the result of these polls known to members of the U.S. Congress 
and to conduct polls in these states where the dental society officials have 
been reluctant, for a variety of reasons, to ask for an expression of sen- 
timent from their members. The Congress of American Dentists expects 
in this way to accumulate a body of solid evidence that will represent the 
free and democratic expression of opinion from the majority of the den- 
tists of the country. This kind of evidence will be incontrovertible and 
will represent an accurate opinion poll of the true sentiments of dentists. 

Political realism requires us to see that when a member of the House 
of Representatives or the Senate is confronted with documentary evi- 
dence from his own constituents, as opposed to a vote by the House of 
Delegates of the American Dental Association, he is going to uphold the 
sentiments of the people who elected him. This suggests that despite what 
action is taken by the House of Delegates at the San Francisco meeting, 
the Congress of the United States will listen to the voices of the people 
back home, provided the voices are vigorous enough and that they speak 
in a tongue of authority based on evidence. The newly formed Congress 
of American Dentists for OASI will supply that vigor and that voice. 
Money, however, will be required to carry out the objectives. 

For those dentists who wish to support the Congress of American 
Dentists for OASI by contributions or work, the officers are President, 
J. Garrett Reilly, 2401 North Capitol Street N.W., Washington, D.C.; 
Secretary, Earl S. Elman, 6350 North Clark Street, Chicago; Treasurer, 
Joseph S. Frost, 185 Noble Avenue, Crafton, Pittsburgh 5, Pennsylvania. 

It must be clearly stated that the one single purpose of the Congress of 
American Dentists for OASI is to press for inclusion of dentists under 
the Social Security Act. When this objective is accomplished the group 
will disband and any money that is unspent will be given to the Relief 
Fund of the American Dental Association. 

In a democratic society men may band themselves together for any 
worth-while objective. In this case it is a group of dentists who have 
expressed their democratic prerogative by organizing to support a meas- 
ure that will affect their personal lives; a measure that more than 75 
per cent of the dentists of the country appear to favor. There is little 
doubt of their success, provided they receive tangible support from the 
dentists of the country who have expressed their sentiments for inclusion 


under OASI.

Oral Leukoplakia 

Q.—A patient of mine has had oral 
leukoplakia for about three years. A 
heavy. cigarette smoker, using two or 
three packs daily, he stopped smoking 
a year ago and also has refrained from 
eating hot and spicy foods. The oral 
condition improved immediately, but he 
still has some patches on the left dorsal 
and upper anterior parts of his tongue. 
These are not heavy and have thinned 
out considerably. He is averse to an op- 
eration and is self-conscious about his 
tongue, as well as fearing it might be 
pre-cancerous.—D.S.N., Maine. 

A.—From many years experi- 
ence in the practice of dentistry, 
I have seen literally hundreds of 
cases of oral leukoplakia. Of these, 
so far as I know, one, on the ad- 
vice of the late Doctor Joseph C. 
Bloodgood, was successfully treat- 
ed with radium. The other, in the 
mouth of a physician, was surgi- 
cally removed about twenty years 
ago and has never recurred. 

In a few of my cases, the pa- 
tients have given up the use of 
tobacco, with, in some cases, the 
leukoplakia disappearing, and in 
other cases no improvement. 

If the leukoplakia in your case 
is not verrucose in appearance, | 
would think, considering that the 
appearance has improved, that you 
can safely defer any local treat- 
ment unless the condition worsens. 
And, considering that your patient 
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had the good sense to give up cig- 
arettes and hot or spicy foods, I 
believe the danger of cancer de- 
veloping is most remote. However, 
it is advised! in cases of doubt, to 
have a biopsy.—G. R. WARNER. 


Procaine Complications 

Q.—I have a woman patient about 45 
years of age who has an upper left first 
molar to be extracted. 

I injected one c.c. of procaine in the 
buccal side when the patient complained 
of severe headache in both occipital and 
frontal portions of her head. I massaged 
her neck, and within ten minutes the 
pain in that part had subsided. I then 
put cold towels on her forehead and ex- 
erted thumb pressure on her temples. 
In about fifteen minutes the pain had 
subsided, and the patient was again 
normal. 

I refused to administer more anesthe- 
tic or remove the tooth until I could 
find some reason for her reaction. Can 
you help me in this case?—J.D., New 
Jersey. 

A.—We have known several 
cases similar to this, one of which 
was in our practice within the last 
year, and we are convinced that 
the reaction was caused by the 
needle penetrating a blood vessel 
depositing the solution directly in- 
to the blood stream. We repeated 


the injection slowly and cautiously 
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at a later sitting with normal sat- 
isfactory results.—V. C. SMEDLEY. 


Paresthesia in Face 

Q.—The patient, a woman about 60 
years of age, complains of a feeling of 
numbness on the left side of the face, 
which first appeared about three weeks 
ago. This starts beneath the zygomatic 
bone, radiates to the midline, and ex- 
tends to the lower border of the mandi- 
ble. 

The color of the patient’s skin is nor- 
mal, the face symmetrical, and move- 
ment of the muscles of the face and 
mouth normal. 

She is wearing full upper and partial 
lower dentures made about five years 
ago. The remaining teeth appear normal 
roentgenographically, and there seems 
to have been no closure of the bite. Re- 
moving the dentures does not alter the 
condition, 

At present her physician is giving her 
massive doses of vitamin Bi, but he is 
also at a loss as to the cause of the 
numbness in her face. Have you any 
suggestions ?—I.F., New York. 

A.—Your case of the patient 
with numbness of the left maxillary 
area is puzzling. You have dis- 
counted a Bell’s palsy, and ap- 
parently there is no involvement 
of the fifth nerve. 

The physician has_ probably 
ruled out a small intracranial hem- 
orrhage, and I can hardly imagine 
one to result in the involvement of 
such a small area of the face. 

There is the possibility of an in- 
volvement of the parotid gland, 
but I suspect you have ruled out 
that possibility. 

Disturbance of the temporoman- 
dibular joint has never in my ex- 
perience resulted in a paresthesia 
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of the face such as you describe. 

We have localized paresthesias 
from injury to a nerve trunk, but 
apparently that is not a possibility 
in your case. 

So, I am at as much of a loss to 
account for the condition of your 
patient as yourself and the attend- 
ing physician.—G. R. WARNER. 


Night Grinding Habit 

Q.—It seems I am always asking fa- 
vors of you. This time it is regarding 
two of my patients who are wearing 
their teeth down rapidly. I have sug- 
gested they have an appliance made, 
which they can wear at night to avoid 
the possible chance they are gritting 
their teeth while they sleep. 

What sort of appliance is used in 
such cases? Prize fighters and football 
players use a rubber or plastic guard, 
but I do not think this would relieve 
the condition.—S.0.S., Colorado. 


A.—If your patients are grind- 
ing their teeth at night, they can 
be helped by wearing a splint cov- 
ering all the teeth on either jaw. 
The occlusal surface of the splint 
should be smooth, and it can be 
made of acrylic. 

We have found in some cases 
that wearing the splint at night for 
a few months has cured the patient 
of the night grinding habit. 

In one article* the authors held 
that vulcanite or acrylic were too 
hard and had resulted or could re- 
sult in traumatizing the teeth in 
the arch opposing the splint. The 
authors of this article found that 
Vinolin was the ideal material for

Saliva Seepage From Mouth 


Q.—I have a denture patient who com- 
plains of saliva seeping out of the cor- 
ners of his mouth. This man has worn 
dentures for about fifteen years and has 
noticed this for the past five years. 

I would surely appreciate knowing 
what the cause of this might be and 
whether or not there is a treatment.— 


A.G.P., Illinois. 


A.—The seeping of saliva at the 
corners of the mouth can be pre- 
vented by supplying the patient 
with new dentures opening the bite 
somewhat, and by increasing the 
buccal contour on the upper den- 
ture to support the sagging cheek 
muscles and lessen the depth of 
the wrinkles at the corner of the 
mouth.—V. C. SMEDLEY. 


Burning and Metallic Taste 


Q.—I have a denture patient who has 
me confused. Two years ago I extracted 
her teeth and made her upper and lower 
dentures of acrylic. (She went without 
teeth for three months in the interim.) 
The dentures seem to fit and function 
all right, but she complains that after 
having the dentures in place for a short 
time, her tongue and lips have an an- 
noying, puckery feeling, and she has a 
metallic taste in her mouth. The mucous 
membrane under her dentures is not 
inflamed, and there is no soreness. She 
is in good health, but her physician 
prescribed a tablet that contains iron, 
phosphorus, and calcium. I have sug- 
gested to her that she stop taking these 
tablets for a month to see if it makes 
any difference. 

My patient visited her sister who lives 
in a neighboring city, which uses well 
water in its city mains. She thought her 
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mouth felt better while there, so I sug- 
gested that she stop using our city water 
for drinking and cooking purposes, using 
spring water from the country. 

She had some complaint when she 
first received her dentures, but I had 
not seen her for a long time until two 
weeks ago when I learned of her diffi- 
culties. She went to another dentist and 
he gave a patch test with acrylic, which 
was negative. 

I want to do anything that will help 
this patient, but I just do not know what 
to do. I wonder sometimes if her dis- 
comfort is imaginary, although I have 
never suggested that to her. Any help 
you can give me will be appreciated.— 
H.D.G., Pennsylvania. 


A.—Was the acrylic used in 
these dentures one of the brands 
approved by the ADA Council on 
Dental Research? And are you 
sure that the dentures were thor- 
oughly polymerized during the 
curing process? If so, I think it is 
safe to assume that the material is 
not the cause of the burning and 
metallic taste sensations. And I be- 
lieve she will accommodate her tis- 
sue to these dentures if she will 
persist in wearing them, taking 
them out only at brief intervals to 
rest her mouth.—V. C. SMEDLEY. 


Gingivitis 

Q.—Saturday a young college student 
came into my office because he was hav- 
ing trouble with his “gums” bleeding. 
He has a clean, well-cared-for mouth. 
I cleaned his teeth and treated his 
“cums,” but did not think this would 
stop his bleeding. I also restored one 
deciduous tooth. He has two deciduous 
teeth with no permanent bicuspids un- 
der them. He also has one deciduous 
molar that has been removed and re- 
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placed with a removable appliance. He 
has an overbite, which is causing some 
wear, especially on lingual surface of 
upper incisors, but not enough to cause 
trauma to the “gums.” In other words, 
his mouth is in too good shape to cause 
this disorder, and I am afraid there 
might be some systemic cause. This is 
Sunday morning and he has gone back, 
so I did not have much time to observe 
him. He has had this condition for some 
time, probably about six months. 

I suggested a thorough physical check- 
up. He is a large, husky, healthy fellow 
and does not look like there could be 
anything wrong with him.—F.N., Kansas. 


A.—A mild gingivitis in which 
there is not much hypertrophy, but 
a good deal of bleeding, is not un- 
common in teen-age patients. if, in 
such a case, a complete physical 
examination, including blood chem- 
istry as well as a blood count, does 
not uncover any systemic cause for 
the bleeding, I treat it as a local 
condition, except I do see that 
there is a good natural vitamin C 
intake. If, in such a case, a thor- 
ough prophylaxis is given at least 
every three months and the home 
care is meticulous, the bleeding 
should gradually decrease. How- 
ever, there are some people in 
whose mouths there is always some 
bleeding during a_ prophylactic 
treatment, despite apparently good 
home care and a record of good 
veneral health.—G. R. WARNER.

Loss of Temporary Central 

Q.—A child, two years old, with up- 
per left central missing and mouth full 
of blood, was brought to my office yes- 
terday by one of the parents. 

After the patient was quieted, the 
parent told me how the little fellow fell 
down and knocked out the temporary 
central tooth. It came out clean, root 
and crown. Now the parents are much 
disturbed, as the child will have an open 
space there until the permanent central 
eruption when he is about six or seven 
years of age. 

I personally cannot see how I can 
make a replacement in such a small 
child as he is at present. 

Have you any suggestions as to what 
should be done at this stage? Would 
appreciate a reply.—D.C.B., Massachu- 
setts. : 

A.—There is nothing you can 
do about the loss of the deciduous 
maxillary central incisor for your 
two-year-old patient. Fortunately, 
there is not much tendency for the 
space caused by the loss of a max- 
illary incisor to close if the occlu- 
sion is normal. However, if con- 
trary to the usual behavior in such 
cases, the space in this child’s 
mouth is closing as he approaches 
the age for the eruption of the per- 
manent incisor, you can band the 
tooth either side of it and solder a 
wire or a tooth between the bands, 
and thus hold the space until the 
permanent incisor has erupted far 
enough to hold the space for itself.

Surgical Removal of Alveolar Process 


Without Using Mucoperiosteal Flap

Use a No. 11 or 15 B-P 
blade to incise the inter- 
septal tissue and free the 
tissue from around the neck 
of the tooth to be extract- 
ed. Continue loosening the 
tissue to the median line of 
adjacent teeth (on _ the 
buccal only). 











With a periosteal eleva- 
tor, reflect the interseptal 


tissue and detach the mu- 


coperiosteum from the buc- 
cal plate of bone covering 
the root of the tooth. 











The tissue so loosened 
forms a_ pocket which, 
when held with a tissue re- 
tractor, permits chisel and 
mallet to be used to re- 
move the bone from the 
buccal of the root. 




















The tooth may now be ex- 
tracted easily with a for- 
ceps. 
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Use a curette to remove 
bone chips from the socket. 








Place a sponge over the 
alveolus for pressure. Su- 
turing is not usually nec- 
essary; tissues position 
themselves naturally. 
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DENTAL POLITICS 


WHAT TYPE of person enters dental politics? Usually men who have 
made a success of their own dental practice and are looking for other 
fields to conquer. Because of enthusiasm for their professions and finan- 
cial success, these individuals feel that they do not care to stagnate in 
their offices and would like to broaden their scope of interest. The 
prime motivating factor is usually the deep conviction that they are 
capable, in a small way, of contributing to the maintenance of the high 
professional standards of dentistry. This type of dentist usually willing- 
ly accepts any position given him, does a good job, and expects little 
personal glory. He serves on committees, attends meetings, and after 
many years of service accepts high office if offered. He does not seek a 
high office but accepts it as a reward for his many years of service to the 
profession. 

On the other hand, there are persons who enter dental politics with 
strict personal acclaim as their motive and are out for all the glory 
they can get. They want their name known by everyone and usually 
do not care how they do it. They are dissenters and trouble makers, 
disrupting the honest efforts of others, and usually making fools of 
themselves. They want the best positions and the high offices without 
the preliminary training necessary. They are the same as weeds in a 
wheat field, or thorns on a rose bush. Usually being thick-skinned, they 
are hard to insult, but constant reversals and reprimands will eventual- 
ly soak into their distorted brains the fact that they are not wanted and 
are emphatically a discredit to dentistry. 

A word or two about dental political parties. Any one group consist- 
ently in control of an organization tends to weaken the structure and re- 
moves the competitive spirit of achievement. It is natural for one group 
to think that they can do a better job than the one in power, and if they 
can elect officers, then they can try to prove it. As long as it is impossible 
for any one party to remain in the driver’s seat for long, their actions 
on society matters must be beyond reproach. Since dentistry has a lim- 
ited scope, its members should be friendly and cordial, regardless of 
their political affiliations. Remember, it is easy to make a political 
enemy. 

Dental politics is unique in many ways, regardless of whether it is 
on the national, state or local level. Without financial reward, thou- 
sands of dentists are engaged in society affairs, spending many hours 
as well as many of their own dollars to better the profession. We must 
be ever vigilant that our leaders be men of sterling character. The days 
ahead for dentistry look rough, and if we are to continue the splendid 
progress made, we must have only the best of dental leaders. Encourage 
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the younger members to take an active part in their society affairs. Try 
giving a little, not just taking. Remember always that dentistry has 
been good to us—let us be good to dentistry.—The Fortnightly Review 
of the Chicago Dental Society.
